The troubla Yollowed n disagreement
in the commitiee mocting over the merits
of the deslgn registration bill, E. W,
Bradford has been adwpeating the bill
tefore the Senate and House commitices
for certain type founders, Jowelry manu-
facturers. und. sllk laco designers who
allege that ielr designs wre “pirated.”
Falling to get conxent to have the Bbill
passed at this sesslon, advocates of the
moasure anka| the cammittee o report
{t favorably, with the understanding that
ft might rest on this prestige and be
consldered In a futurs CONgresa.

W. W. Dodge, another patent attorney,
appeared before the committee to-day to
combat the propesal by Mr. Bradford
fur the report, He sald he spoke for a
committee of the American Piutent Bar
Assoolation, which, he asserted, was
taking a referendum among (ts mambers
on the merits of the blil. He usked the
commitiee to postpone a report on the
LIl unul the referendum s over, .

M:s Bradford ralsed au quistivn as to
the credentials of Mr. Dodge 10 spoak
for the American Patent Bar Associa-
tion. Later the controveray was renewed
outslde of the committee room in the
Senate corridor ang finally Bradford told
Dodgoe he did not like the storles he had
peen telling nnd struck him. The two
men elinched. Willlam V., Richardson,
clerk of the Patents Committes, ran out
of the commiltter mesting and separated
the combatants.
